I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  1962  concerning 
the  health  of  your  area. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  report  that  tho  birth  rate  is  higher 
than  and  the  death  rate  lower  than  the  corresponding  rates  for  England 
and  Wales  and  that  thero  have  been  no  infantile  deaths  reported  during 
tho  year.  These  figures  are  satisfactory  but,  statistically,  owing 
to  the  smallness  of  the  population,  they  are  not  significant.  Diseases 
of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  were  responsible  for  19  out  of  26 
of  tho  deaths  recorded  -  a  reflection  of  tho  national  trend  in  view  of 
the  ageing  population. 

Among  tho  infectious  diseases  measles  was  the  only  one  of  note  and 
was  of  a  mild  type.  No  cases  of  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  were 
recorded.  The  2  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  discovered  in  an  early 
stage  of  the  disease  and  their  prognosis  good.  The  number  of  children 
immunised  against  diphtheria  with  or  without  whooping  cough  and  tetanus 
vaccine  was  243  and  the  number  vaccinated  against  smallpox  was  91. 

The  Child  Welfare  Clinic  continues  to  be  well  patronised  a  fact 
which  is  very  satisfactory. 

From  time  to  tine  during  the  year  inspections  were  carried  out 
of  housing  problems. 

On  the  whole  the  health  of  your  area  has  been  satisfactory. 

A  separate  report  from  your  Public  Health  Inspector  is  incorporated 
in  this  report. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Council  and  the 
staff  for  their  welcome  co-operation  during  1962.
